to such arrangement with such agency. Under such ar-20

rangement, the agency operating the Do Not Pay working 21

system, or an agent thereof, may compare the information 22

so provided by the Commissioner with personally identifi-23

able information derived from a Federal system of records 24

or similar records maintained by a Federal contractor, a 25

Federal grantee, or an entity administering a Federal pro-26
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gram or activity, and may redisclose such comparison of 1

information, as appropriate, to any Federal or State agen-2

cy authorized to use the working system.’.’’. 3

(b) CONFORMING AMENDMENT.—Section 801(b)(2) 4

of title VIII of division FF of the Consolidated Appropria-5

tions Act, 2021 (Public Law 116–260) is amended by 6

striking ‘‘on the date that is 3 years after the date of en-7

actment of this Act’’ and inserting ‘‘December 28, 2026’’. 8

(c) EFFECTIVE DATE.—The amendments made by 9

this section shall take effect on December 28, 2026. 10
